Decatur to be Connected by Telephone 


with Springfield Within a Month. 


The Central Illinois Telephone Com- 


pany, of which F. G. Beach, of Chicago, 
s general superintendent, and <J. H. Wil- 
son, of the same city, assistant snperin- 
endent, has commenced the work of con- 
necting Decatur with the state capital 
ind the enterprise will be completed and 
n talking order within three or four weeks. 
Che poles are now laid down for a distance 
if two miles west of the city. The hnrd- 
st part of the work is placing the poles 
n position. A force o'f seven men with 
several teams are now on duty. The line 
o be followed is West Main street and 
he Springfield wagon road to Harris- 
own, thence a short distance south of the 
Wabash to Ninntic, Illiopolis, Dawson, 
Buffalo, Eiverton, thence on the road- 
way to Springfield. After the poles nre 
ip, it will take but 8 short time to place 
he single wire, 45 miles in length, in 
position. But one wire will be strung up 
it present, but if business demands it 
our more can be put on the poles.

AN OPEN SWITCH 


Causes btill Another Blockade on the j 


Wabash—Two Men Hurt. 


AT NIANTIC. 


The wreck on the Wabash at Niantio 


Saturday evening was caused by an open 
switch, and resulted in throwing engine 
)71 from the track on its side and piling 
up three coal cars arid four empty box 
cars in a heap, besides injuring seriously, 
;hough not fatally, the engineer, William 
Schevers, and the fireman, Charles W. 
Dee, both of whom reside at Springfield. 
tt appears that a freight train had arrived 
at Niantic and backed in on the sidetrack 
'rom the west end to let an enstbouud 
;rain pass. After the train had passed 
eastward, the freight pull out and started 
oil its wiiy westward. A brakeman on 
ihe caboose called to a boy playing base 
jail near the track to "go and lock that 
switch/' The boy did so, obeying orders 


the letter by locking it, but lie left it 


open—that is, left it just aa it was when 


freight passed out. Then the boy 


returned to the diamond field. Later 
another westbound freight train came 
steaming into the town, going at the rate 
of about four or five miles per hour, and 
Engineer Schevers was at his post on the 
ookout. The glare of the evening sun 
obscured his vision somewhat, and he did 
not observe that the switch was open un- 
;il he was within a few rods of it. Then 
ae told the fireman to jump, and tried to 
reverse his engine, but he slipped and 
missed catching the throttle at the first 
attempt. 
He jumped off and escaped 


with a painful bruise on one of hie feet. 
Fireman Lee was less fortunate. He 
jumped about the time the locomotive 
ieeled over, and his shoulder was injured. 
He also received several scratches on his 
Jace and body, but no bones were broken. 
The wheels of the locomotive kept mov- 
ing for a time as it Iny upon its side 
among the wrecked cars, and it looked 
some monster animal anxious for some- 
thing to paw. The live coals in the Sre 
box fell out, and for a time there was 
lively work among the train men nnd cit- 
izens of the town to prevent a wholesale 
conflagration, such sis was threatened at 
one time. The tip-over occurred near a 
number of the business houses in Ninntic, 
but the united efforts of the men subdued 
the flames nnd prevented a costly catas- 
trophe. 


THE INJURED MEN 


were sent to Springfield Saturday on 
No: o. Master Mechanic Johann was at 
the scene and superintended the work of 
removing the obstructions from I he track. 
The blame for the accident rests with the 
conductor and brakeman of the train 
who left the switch open. In consequence 
of the mishap trains east and westbound 
were delayed about five hours. Dr. W. J. 
Chenoweth was summoned to the relief 
of the injured men, and No. 5 being side- 
tracked at Harristown, he went to Niantic 
from that point on a hand-car, accompa- 
nied by Dr. Connelly. 


RATHER EEMABKABLE. 


It's dangerous to ride on freight trains, 


particularly on the Springfield Division 
of the Wabash, and it is no wonder that 
the company refuses to allow travelers to 
ride in cabooses. But it is a matter of 
record that during the seven years and 
six months thnt the Doctors Chenoweth, 
of this city, have been surgeons for the 
Wabash road, they have never yet been 
called upon to attend any person injured 
on a passenger train, except in one in- 
stance where a party got hie finger smash- 
ed by allowing a car window to fall upon 
it. The passenger trains seemed to be 
managed more carefully than freights, 
and consequently passengers are compar- 
atively safe while aboard these trains. 


GIVE THE MEN BEST. 


It is stated by some of the railroad men 


that owing to the rush of business ou the 
Wabash they are worked almost beyond 
endurance and cannot find time to get 
sufficient sleep. They no sooner get in 
off a trip than they receive ordere to go 
out again. The unfortunate young brake- 
man who met his death the other day in 
the Honey Bend accident, is a case in 
point. He had been overworked, and was 
sent back to flag the approaching train. 
He sat down on the track and went to 
sleep. The train came up and killed him. 
Recently Conductor O'Brien, also of the 
Wabasb, came near being killed in this 
city. He too had lost sleep, and leaving 
his train with lantern in hand, he sat 
down on the edge of the depot platform 
Silting upright he went sound asleep; 
and a switch engine coming along, he 
was knocked over and fell down between 
the platform and rails. It was a close 
shave for him, but he fortunately escaped 
serious injury. 


THE KILM1SE ACCIDENT. 


We learn that Engineer Sweet, who was 


in charge of the Wabaeh engine thnt went 
crashing into the rear of the local freight 
at Milmine recently—said accident re- 
sulting in the death of two men, has 
been relieved from further service by the 
company, but it doesn't appear that he 
was wholly to blame. A lot of cattle was 
killed and injured in that smash-up. Mr. 
Samuel Knight, of the Wabasb, bought 
the whole lot of the owner immediately 
for 83100, and he had the living, injured 
and dead stock shipped at once to-Chi- 
cago, where Knight sold the whole lot at 
»lose to the Wabaeh of only $80.

Tho raising of cucumbers for pick- 


ling purposes has of late years be- 
come a very important interest in 
HcHenry county, whose soil is found 
to be peculiarly adapted to the grow- 
ing of a superior quality of that ar- 
ticle. 
Every farmer, dairyman and 


gardener in the county now engages 
in cucumber culture to & greater or 
less extent. 
The entire crop of the 


county this season is estimated at 
about 600,000 bushels, and the price 
is $1 a bushel and upwards. 
The 


cucumbers are sold to the pickle fac- 
tories, of which there are three at 
Woodstock, three at Crystal Lake, 
two at McHenry, and one each at 
Marengo, Union, Kichmond, Har- 
vard and Carey. 


The cultivation of red clover for 


medicinal purposes is also becoming 
quite an industry in that county. 
The clover blossoms are gathered 
when fully developed, dried and sold 
to a firm at Crystal Lake, which 
works them np into a liquid medi- 
cine. 
The season's clover-blossom 


harvest is estimated at about 500,000 
pounds.

the state fair so early in the season. The 
applications tor stalls and pens give as- 
surance of an unusually large nud fine 
exhibit of horses, cuttle, aheep anil swine, 
and the previous ample accommodations 
at Peoria for stock will have to be much 
enlarged to meet the demand this season.

THE IRISH BE VOLT IN INDIANA 


The Irish revolt is destined to be 


a very serious affair to the Demo- 
cratic party in Indianapolis, and in 
several cities throughout the State. 
The accessions to the Eepublicau 
party from the Irish are greater this 
year than ever known before. 
At 


Greencastle an Irish Eepublican club, 
numbering fifty-six voters, lias just 
been organized, and it is growing 
each day. John Murphy, for many 
years a prominent Democrat of that 
city, has joined the club, and, with 
his fellow-countrymen, is determined 
in his support of the Republicans. 
In Indianapolis there has grown to 
be a large Irish Republican vote, and 
lately the Democrats have received a 
blow from the Irish element that has 
sent them to their kneos. 
Rev. Fa- 


ther D. O'Donaghue, of St. John's, 
Cathedral, Chancellor of the Vin- 
cennes Diocese and Secretary of 
Bishop Chatford, has declared him- 
self a Republican, and is bitterly op- 
posed to the Democratic party. 
At 


the groat Harrison meeting, held 
there recently, lie was one of the Vice 
Presidents, and at the mentioning of 
his name a storm of applause broke 
forth. 
The Jefferson Club, com- 


posed of Irishmen who have come 
over to the Republican party, now 
numbers nearly 300 voters, and new 
names are being added every day. 
They are active workers, and espe- 
cially hostile to young Bill English, 
who is running for Congress. 


In a recent 
interview, Father 


O'Donaghue gave the following rea- 
sons for taking a stand with the Re- 
publican party: 


"I think the time has passed when 


Irishmen could be counted upon as 
naturally belonging to the Demo- 
cratic party. 
I do not believe that 


religion ought to consolidate any 
class of people into a political party. 
Each citizen should vote as his judg- 
ment directs. 
I know that at the 


present time, whatever there may 
.iave been in the past, there is no 
disposition on the part of the Cath- 
olic church or clergy to keep any 
man in the Democratic party; and 
on the other hand there is everywhere 


disposition on the part of the Irish 


Catholics to break loose from alle- 
iauc-e to that party and vote inde- 
pendently. 
In fact I cannot and 


never could see, any reason why the 
Democrats should claim the right to 
control the Irish Catholic votes. 
I 


iave given that matter a good deal 
of thought and consideration as to 
why the Democratic party has been 
able to control that class of votes in 
former years, aud have never reached 
a satisfactory solution of it. I have 
noticed, however, that the Republi- 
cans have always treated Catholics' 
with perfect equality and fairness. 
They don't proscribe a man on ac- 
louut of his religion. 
I don't mean 


;o say that the Democrats have done 
;his; but I mean that when an Irish 
)atholic is nominated by the Demo- 
rats he always suffers on account of 
ais religion, and runs behind, but 
when he is nominated by the Republ- 
icans this is not the case. 
Irishmen 


generally are beginning to see this, 
md are acting accordingly. 
The 


Sfew York Tablet, one of the oldest 
Catholic papers, has for years been 
advising Catholics to quit voting sol 
idly with the Democratic party, and 
advocating 
Republican 
principles. 


These ideas have taken root, and I 
relieve the present election, especial- 
y iu view of the action of the Repub- 
ican convention, will see a marked 
change in the Irish vote. 


"One reason for thus publicly tak- 


.ng a stand with the Republican par- 
;y is that I regard the expressions in 
;he Republican platform upon the 
[rish question as .manly and gener- 
ous, and as of great significance com - 
ng from the dominant party in the 
State. As an Irishman I am glad to 
express my appreciation of the dee- 
aration made in the platform, and I 
relieve that its effect will be to gain 
'or the Republican party the confi- 
dence of Catholics who are in sympa- 
liy with the Irish cause."

Two Questions of Importance to 
Be Voted on at the Next 
Election. 


It is not generally understood by 


the people of the state of Illmoii 
that there are two questions of im- 
portance to be voted upon by them 
at the coming general election in ad- 
dition to the election of two state 
officers, members of the legislature 
and congress, and of county officers. 
The pfople will be called upon next 
November to decide whether the Illi- 
nois & Michigan canal shall be ceded 
to the United States government, and 
whether the state house shall be com- 
pleted or left in its present unfin- 
ished condition. Both of these prop- 
ositions must be submitted to a pop- 
ular vote at the coming election by 
virtue of the acts passed by the leg- 
islature, and their submission does 
not, as is generally supposed, depend 
upon the will of the governor or up- 
on a proclamation by him. 


The act in relation to the ceding 


of the canal, passed by the legisla- 
ture at its special session last spring, 
provides that the Illinois & Michigan 
canal, its right of way and all its 
appurtenances, and all right, title, 
and interest which the state may now 
have in any real estate ceded to the 
state by the United States for cauaj 
purposes, shall be ceded to the Unit- 
ed States for the purpose of making 
and maintaining an enlarged canal 
and waterway from Lake Michigan 
to the Illinois and Mississippi rivers. 
This cession is to be made upon the 
condition that the United States 
shall, within five years from the time 
the act takes effect, accept this grant, 
and thereafter maintain the said 
canal and waterway for the purpose 
aforesaid. 
It is also provided that, 


incase the United States .shall ac- 
cept this grant, it is upon the ex- 
press condition that the canal shall 
be enlarged in such manner as con- 
gress may determine, and be main- 
tained as a national waterway for 
commercial purposes, to be used by 
all persons without discrimination, 
under such rules and regulations as 
congress may prescribe; and the real 
estate aforesaid to be convoyed to 
the United States shall be used and 
the avails thereof applied to carry 
out the objects of this grant and for 
no other purpose in fench manner as 
congress may determine. 


In the act the general assembly 


reserved the right to revoke this 
grant at any time previous to its ac- 
ceptance by congress, but it was 
provided that if the United States 
shall by act of congress accept the 
grant the governor shall execute and 
deliver a deed of cession. The act, 
however, will not take effect until it 
has been approved by the people of 
the state, and it is provided that it 
shall br submitted to them at the 
election in November next. 
And it 


will bo the duty of county clerks to 
include this proposition in their no- 
tices of the coming election. 


The act in relation to the comple- 


tion of the state house is not so wall 
understood as that relating to the 
cession of the canal. This net was 
approved May 3], 1881, and appro- 
priates the sum of S53L712.38 to 
somplete and finish the state hoube. 
This is the same amount which was 
contained in the bill submitted and 
voted down in 1878. At the time 
the funds were exhausted and the 
work was closed up, the architect 
made a final report and submitted a 
detailed estimate of the amount nec- 
essary to complete and furnish the 
building. 
These detailed specifica- 


tions footed up in the aggregate the 
sum of $531,7] 2.18, and if the work 
iiad been carried on at that time that 
amount would doubtless have been 
sufficient, as materials and labor 
were at the lowest ebb at that period. 
When the appropriation was voted 
on before, the odd figures, and espe- 
cially the 18 cents, were looked upon 
in some quarters as suspicious and 
as designed to make an amount un- 
necessarily large look all regular. 
These figures were again placed in 
the bill passed by the legislature last 
year, no estimate of the amount re- 
quired having since been made, and 
Because there was no other way of 
arriving al the amount to be appro- 
priated. It has been the popular 
impression that the act left it discre- 
tionary with the governor to submit 
this appropriation or not, as h« saw 
fit, but this is a mistake, as appears 
from the second section, which reads 
as follows: 


At the next general election to be 


held in this state on the first Tues- 
day after the first Monday in Novem- 
ber. A. D., 1882, the question shall 
be snbraittefl te the legal voters of 
the state -ft be•>•'-]• or not they are in 
favor of the s-jspropriatioe as provid- 
ed in Sec. 3 -of this act. In the no- 
tices for election required to be fur- 
nished by the county clerk in Sec. 
46, Chap. 46, Elections, of the Re-, 
vised Statutes of 1874, in addition 
to the -several offices to be filled he 
will insert the words, "Also to vote 
for the appropriation for the state 
house, or against the appropriation 
for the state house." Those in favor 
«f such an appropriation shall have 
written or printed, or partly written 
•or partly printed, on their balots. 
'"'For the $531,712.18 appropriation:" 
'those opposed, "Against ithe $531,- 
•31-2.18 appropriation," 


What the result of the vote on this 


appropriation will be no one can 
foretell. 
That it will be necessary 


to complete the state house at some 
time is evident to everybody, and the 
longer the work is postponed the 
more it will cost. It is not at all 
surprising that the appropriation 
was vetoed by the people when it 
was submitted to them before, in 
view of the condition of affairs that 
then existed; nor is it probable that 
the opposition then aroused and the 
prejudice existing against Spring- 
field have by any means died out. 
But it is believed that the thousands 
of persons who have inspected the 
state house since the last vote was 
taken, and who have in consequence 
reached the conclusion that it ought 
to be cempleted, will accomplish a. 
great change in public sentiment, 
and it may be that their influence 
will be sufficiently strong to secure 
the popular approval of the appro- 
priation. 


EX-GOVEENOR BOOTH, in taking the 


chair as President of the late State 
Convention of California, spoko as 
follows: 


The Republican party as a nation- 


al organization is 27 years old. 
To 


say that it is perfect would be to 
claim that it is more than human, 
but standing in this presence I dare 
avow there has been no political par- 
ty in all history, however long it may 
have existed, that has accomplished 
so much for humanity, so much for 
justice, so much for liberty regulated 
by enlightened law, as the Republi- 
can party of the United States in the 
past 27 years. 
[Cheers.] But, gen- 


tlemen, we cannot live alone on our 
traditions. 
Some one has said of 


the English aristocracy that it was 
like a potato, the best part of it was 
under the ground, and if a political 
party wishes to live on its traditions 
represented by the great men of the 
past it will eventually find itself with 
the best part of it under the ground. 
We must meet living issues. 
In the 


progress of civilization new ques- 
tions arc constantly arising. 
We 


must renow our youth by drinking 
at the fountain of the original inspi- 
ration of the party. It is said that 
the eagle purges the film from his 
eye by gazing at the sun. We must 
purge our intellectual vision by gaz- 
ing upon the sun of eternal and ab- 
solute1 justice. 
[Cheers.] The new 


questions that arise we must meet 
with the old couragi', the old spirit; 
with the courage that emancipated 
-1,000.000 slaves and sealed an indis- 
soluble Union with universal free- 
dom. 
We must follow those ideas 


to their logical sequence; wo must 
maintain to the last that principle of 
political action that no power is so 
great as to be above the law, and no 
individual is so weak as to be be- 
neath its protection. 


THE annual report of the bureau 


of statistics gives the following facts' 
which make a bad showing for the 
United States as compared with the 
previous year. 
The total value of 


exports for the year was a round 
hundred and fifty millions less than 
the preceding year, while the im- 
ports were nearly a hundred millions 
greater than last year. The imports 
of gold and silver for the past year 
were less than half those of the pre- 
ceding year, and the exports of the 
same article nearly threefold that of 
the year preceding. 


Of the exports of domestic mer- 


chandise, which amounted to $733,- 
OOO'.OOO worth, less than $100,000,- 
000 worth were carried in American 
vessels and $629,000,000 in foreign 
vessels. 
Of the imports $] 30,000,- 


000 worth were brought in American 
vessels and.8571.000,000 in foreign 
vessels. 


Of the gold and silver exported, 


by far the largest quantity went to 
England, $4,500.000 having gone to 
England during the closing month 
and not so much as $1,000,000 to 
any of the other countries, France 
being the next highest on the list 
with about 1900,000.

timber in either Nebraska or Dakota, 
and it is a good deal as a somewhat 
prominent politician of Illinois said, 
after spending a few weeks in Ne- 
braska: "There is not n straight, 
healthy tree in the state.'1 That was 
several years ago, however.

Gov. Oullom Opens the Campaign 


Gov. Cullom opened the campaign 


last Saturday, at Chatsworth, Living 
ston county. 
In reference to the 


seventh resolution of the Democrat! 
platform, he spoke as follows: 


But, fellow-citizens, there is one 


more plank in the State Democratic 
platform to which I desire to cal 
your special attention. Justice to 
myself and to the tax-payers of this 
great commonwealth demands it ai 
my hands. 


The seventh resolution of theii 


platform, among other things, says 
"The humiliating spectacle is pre- 
sented of the Governor of the State 
saying in his annual message thai 
the sum of §3,000,000 would be am- 
ple to pay all the expenses of the 
State for two years, and the same 
Governor approving bills passed by 
the Republican Legislature appro- 
priating nearly §7,000,000 for such 
expenses." 


This is a grave charge if true, and 


if not true it is a disgraceful exhibi- 
bition of political misrepresentation 
and falsehood which deserves the 
contempt and condemnation of every 
right-minded citizen. 


Let us examine the record. On 


page 20 of my last biennial message 
to the Legislature, made in pursu- 
ance of the constitution, will be found 
the estimates in detail of the amount 
required to be raised by taxation to 
support the State Government. As 
any one can see by reference to the 
message, the amount estimated for 
general State purposes was $3,646,- 
300, and for State school purposes 
$2,000,000, making in all the sum of 
$5,646,000. 


Now let us look at the other branch 


of the statement or resolution in the 
slatform. 
The total amount of the 


appropriations made by the last Gen- 
eral Assembly (the thirty-second), 
after it received and considered my 
message, as will be seen by reference 
;o the laws themselves, was, in round 
numbers, 16,900,000. But included 
n this amount is the contingent ap- 
propriation of $531,000 for the eom- 
Jetion of the State House, and $102, 
000 for the rebuilding of the South- 
;rn Insane Asylum, which was des- 
;royed by fire during the session, 
neither of which items, of course, 
was included in my estimate. 
There 


were also some deficiency appropria- 
ions found necessary and some claims 
paid by appropriation, which could 
lot be estimated by me in advance. 
These items substantially explain the 
variance between the appropriations 
and my estimates, and it will be re 
membered that they are but esti- 
mates, and could not by any possi- 
bility of human foresight cover pre- 
,isely the actual appropriations which 
he Legislature would make. 


The statement then so boldly made 


n the Democratic platform, that I 
estimated that $3,000,000 would pay 
he expenses of the Government for 
wo years, and then approved bills 
ippropriating $7,000,000, it is easy 
o see, is maliciously false, and only 
made to mislead the public. 


Of the same character is the charge 


made that the Illinois Central Rail- 
oad fund has been misused—it is 
made out of whole cloth, and is to- 
ally unworthy of anybody claiming 
my standing for truth and veracity 
jefore the people. 


My distinguished friend, General 


Dalmer, who presided over the late 
Democratic 
convention, ought to 


:now how this thing of making reek- 
ess and unfounded charges by the 
Democrats is himself. In 1870 he 
vas at the head of tho state admin- 
stration, this same old fossilized 
>arty in state convention declared 
that, in view of the administration 


of our state affairs, we declare that 
he present administration has been 
more reckless in the expenditure of 
he public money than any that ever 
?et exercised the power of the state." 
fet two years after, when, having 
deserted his old friends, the governor 
)ecame an active co-worker with the

I leave it for you to say, my fel- 


ow citizens, how much confidence 
ian be placed in the official state- 
ments of a party which will thus 
tultify itself—which will say one 
Mng one year and directly the op- 
Dosite the next—which is as variable 
is the wind, and as little to be de- 
pended upon. 


While on this subject permit me 


to say a word in regard to the rate 
of taxation. 


As I have before stated, in answer 


to some ill-advised criticism in the 
newspapers, the rate of 27 cents on 
the $100 in 1879 was low, on account 
of the fact that $900,000 of surplus 
moneys, which had been collected 
and paid into the treasury as back 
taxes, was provided for by-law to be 
used for the payment of appropria- 
tions of that year as far as it would 
go. Only the balance of the appro 


priations had to be provided for by 
taxation. 
The nest year, there be- 


ing no surplus, the rate was 36 cents. 
The general assembly, which meets 
biennially under the constitution, 
provides a revenue for the two fol- 
lowing years separately. 
The first 


of these years is invariably the larg- 
est, because it includes all extraor- 
dinary and special appropriations. 
The rate for last year had to be 
raised to 48 cents on the §100, be- 
cause of the extra appropriation to 
complete the state house and other 
improvements that I have mentioned. 
This year, if the assessment on the 
valuation of the property ' remains 
the same as last year, a rate of 3(> 
cents is probably all that will be re- 
quired to meet tho appropriations. 


Tho appropriations mado by our 


legislature running backj for eigh 
years have not varied a large sum 
The twenty-ninth general assembly 
appropriated for 1875-76, §6,648, 
187.67; the thirtieth general assem 
bly for 1877-78 appropriated 86, 
562,653.47; the thirty-first genera 
assembly appropriated for the years 
1879-80, §6,584,364.55, and thethir 
ty- second general assembly (the lasi 
one) 
appropriated 
$0,022,614.06 


The latter includes, as I have saic 
before, the contingent appropriation 
for the- state house. 
| 


Thus you see the amounts appro 


priated every two years have no' 
varied a great deal for eight years 
which is ata far back as I have exam 
med the records, the amount each 
time depending on the extraordinary 
improvements necessary to-jbe made 


Every dollar that is collected anc 


paid into the treasury stays there un 
til it is taken out by a warrant based 
on a voucher, which shows ^for itseH 
at all times and for all tune, ane 
which is authiorized by law; and at 
any time, now or in the future, if 
necessary, and! the papers on file are 
kept as they should and will be, I 
will be able to show lo the world 
where every penny of your taxes 
which found their way to the state 
;reasury during my administration 
went, and what) for. 


Your state ow-es no debt. No man 


lolds a dollar ofi its paper that it is 
not able and waiting to take up on 
sight. 
The uraonnt of taxes raised 


10 support our schools and state in- 
stitutions and otber state expenses i: 
not a burden on rmy person or class. 
The taxes which are heavy are tho 
local taxes, which the people should 
strive to make lighter as rapidly ns 
possible by getting their local debts

Monday forenoon George S. Yates was 


brought before Judge Greer iu thecouuty 
court, and Sheriff Foster selected a jnry 
of six persons, allot whom were colored 
except the foreman, to investigate whether 
or not he is insane. H. B. Durfee, 
Esq., 


appeared for the people. The jurymen 
were Dr. B. F. Sibley, foreman; Isaac Ro- 
gau, Huston Singleton, Calvin Simpson, 
George Price and "William Price. After 
hearing the testimony of witnesses and a 
very simple and unimportant statement 
by the accused, the jury retired and 
brought in a verdict declaring Mr. Yates 
insane; that his insanity is of ten days' 
duration, and that his mental derange- 
ment was caused by over-study; that he 
is 28 years of age; that he does manifest 
homicidal tendencies, that he is a panper, 
and that he is a fit person to be confined 
iu the state asylum formedical treatment.

The wedge was tied to a 


liece of cord attached to the end ot a 
imber limb of a sapling, which was so 
rranged as to bend part way over the 
op of the crude vessel, so that the wedge 
ould perform its crushing work. The 
ither relics of the olden days were a cov- 
irlet which was first used 98 years ago, 
:xhibited by Mrs. Demiut; a counterpane 
which had been used 48 years, shown by 
Mrs. Scroggins, and an antiquated copy 
book, dating back to the 17th century.

OVER THE HILLS TO THE POOR FAKJI. 
This forenoon President Hill and all

express wagons and other vehicles, and 
nade a visit to the Macon county poor 
'arm, five miles north of the city in 
rlickory township. The round trip was 
made without any accident, the pilgrims 
returning to the city m time for dinner. 
The principal object of the visit was sim- 
ply to view the new brick building now 
jeing erected at theexpeuse of the,county 
on the big farm, in order that the officials 
might have a personal knowledge ot the 
manner in which the appropriation of 
about $15,000 is being expended for the 
iomfort of the paupers and insane 
tients within the limits of the county. It

Steward Magee and his family will 
occupy the front part of the building.

md Montgomery seemed anxious to know 
what the girl would testify to, and said 
,hat was whot he came to the inquest for. 
Se and a citizen of Christian county were 
u the room alone with the body, and the 
;itizeu remarked that u small rope could 
make on ugly mark around n man's neck, 
Montgomery, after a critical examination 
of the old man's neck, replied: "Yes, it 
makes a worse mark and hurts more thnu 
a large one." This tragedy has added 
fuel to the Hame that the Bond outrage 
started.

When the next axle reached him he 
caught hold agaiu, and in so doing his 
right foot touched a rail and a wheel 
crushed it at the instep. The cars then. 
ceased moving and Lamar was removed. 
Later it was deemed the wisest thing to 
do to amputate the foot about four inches 
above the ankle, and this was done in or- 
der that the unfortunate young man may 
have a better use of a cork foot.

is now comfortably Bitnated at the city 
hospital at St. Louis, whore he is receiv- 
ing the best attention.
